“It would be ugeless to ask Mar- 
shall Field & Co. to turn the manage- 
ment of their store over to the mayor 
and city council and expect them to 
make the business pay or run it suc- 
cessfully, and in my judgment it is 
more difficult to try to handle the trac- 
tion business with the little experi- 
ence that these public officials have.

Bitter charges of a government offi- 
cial “fix” that ‘failed to stay fixed 
were expected last night as a develop- 
ment of the indictment of four offi- 
cers and employés of the Metropoll- 
tan Automobile Service corporation. 

The indictments set forth that Sam- 
uel D. Kennedy and. his associates in 
the corporation have trimmed 35,000 
guillible autoists of Chicago and vicin- 
ity out of $1,200,00y since Sept. i, 
1923. The bills were returned yester- 
day before Federal Judge Cliffe, who 
issued bench warrants for the arrest 
of the defendants. 

Althovgh Kennedy was not taken 
into custody last night, he made 
known that he would launch a counter 
offensive, naming at least one former 
high government official, said to have 
been influential while he continued in 
office in blocking prosecution of Ken- 
nedy. 

Offer of Control Reported. 

According to stories which have 
reached the office of District Attorney 


Edwin A. Olson, it is said, Kennedy . 


once offered a federal official a major- 
ity interest in his corporation, pro- 
viding the federal investigation could 
be halted. 

The partnership never was effected, 
according to reports, but Kennedy was 
said to be satisfied with the status of 
the investigation against his enterprise 
until six weeks ago, when he learned 
that a new quiz was on. According to 
information given out at ‘the federal 
building, Kennedy then_went to Wash- 
ington and voiced his indignation at 
the manner in which he considered he 
was being “ pushed around.”
